David Suzuki ruminates on what we are leaving for our children, SUVs, 


MANY OF US GREW UP WITH 
the Nature of Things. The show has 
been around, now, for 44 years, 
and it’s charismatic host is celebrat- 
ing his silver anniversary with the 
program. 

When David Suzuki first joined The 
Nature of Things team, he was hired 
to host a half-hour, sleeker show 
called Science Digest. The ratings for 
Science Digest were consistently 50 
per cent higher than those of The 
Nature of Things, so the decision 
was quickly made to meld the two 
into an hour-long science party. 

It’s the longest running television 
show in Canada. But Suzuki is the 
first to bemoan the increased glitzi- 
ness and quicker editing they have 
adopted in recent years. No longer 
does he have a minute at the end of 
each program to just sit in front of 
the camera and bring up pertinent 
items, like, “Did you see in the 
news about the test tube babies?” 

Suzuki, now in his late sixties, is 
more focused and plainspoken 
about environmental issues than 
he’s ever been. He is an outspoken 
advocate for this earth and it’s 
resources, and he’s not even afraid 
to cuss once in a while. 


I noticed that they have you in 
with Survivor this season.

We are the 
Ultimate Survivors. We’ve been on 
air 44 years; we should call our- 
selves The Ultimate Reality Show. It 
would be great. 


You've said that your involvement 
with that community has caused a 
profound shift in the way you 
view the world.

I mean, some peo- 
ple can’t handle their coffee cups 
being in the wrong place one day; 
to consider so simple a shift just 
freaks them out. 

Yeah, it is a shift, but it’s not rocket 
science. I think we've really got to 
start questioning what matters in 
life. What are the really important 
things? 

Okay, imagine you're 90 years 
old, and you've had a really won- 
derful life. You are now dying of 
old age. You're not in pain and all 
your family and friends are around 
you, and you're not afraid because 
you’re ready. 

As you lie there waiting, what 
are the things that you are going to 
remember that fill you with plea- 
sure and joy? Is it going to be that 
closet full of Gucci shoes? Is it 
going to be that huge Sports Utility 
Vehicle, or that gigantic home in 
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and the destructively comsumer-minded nature of things 


the suburbs? 

No. It’s going to be about family, 
about friends, about community. 
And the things you did to get it. 

But it’s going to be a profound 
shift because much of oureconomy 
is built on consumption and adver- 
tising telling us that, “Coke is the 
Real Thing.” What the hell does 
that mean? Everything around is 
the real thing. We have to start 
rebuilding our priorities. 


How do you go about convincing 
someone of an idea when they 
think that they are more right, 
[when their] idea of future securi- 
ty is based on money? 

What I say is, look, write us off as 
eco nuts. 

Just talk to someone who’s lived 
in Edmonton for 85 years. Ask, 
“what was Edmonton like when 
you were a kid?” 

I’ve done this all over the world, 
and the older people—they all say 
the same thing: “It used to be so dif- 
ferent. There used to be trees as far 
as you could see, there used to be 
birds.”

Nobody should be forced to handle the 
degradation of being corrected 


(1S BACK-TO-SCHOOL TIME 
once again. Children are looking for- 
ward to reuniting with old friends, 
making new ones, enriching their 
growing minds, and wearing brand 
new Nikes courtesy of the second 
mortgage Mom and Dad had to take 
out to pay for them. Oh yeah, and 
running home excitedly, not being 
able to wait to show off the test that 
was handed back with only a couple 
of small corrections marked in purple. 
Purple? Yes, purple. In a show of 
educational Kumbaya-ism not seen 
since English became Language Arts 
and self-esteem replaced “go to the 
principal's office” as the Mantra of 
Discipline, teachers are dumping their 
red pens faster than plans for Gigli II 
and grading students’ papers using 
purple ones.

PERILOUS DREPARTURES 
By Margaret Macpherson 
(Signature Editions) 
$17.95/176 pages 


THE COLLECTION OF SHORT 
stories has always been the precur- 
sor to an author's major work of fic- 
tion. Tucked away in the bottom of a 
desk, you’re likely to find her hard 
copy manuscript, awkwardly insert- 
ed but carefully hidden from unnec- 
essary scrutiny. 

If the novel is a ring-exchange 
commitment between a writer and 
the audience, then short stories are 
like dating. The author tries out a 
few different personalities to see 
which ones the reader responds to, 
and the reader feels he or she can 
drop the book at any time without 
requiring closure. 

Edmonton author Margaret 
Macpherson admits she has a manu- 
script in waiting, but all things in 
good time. Perilous Departures, her 
recently released collection of short 
stories, is the date you never want to 
end. 

Moving is the only way to 
describe it. Macpherson has a gift 
putting words to subtle aspects of 
human behaviour that is at once 
comforting and frightening. Don’t be 
surprised to feel a lump in your 
throat. It won't be out of sadness, but 
because you'll rarely find life 
described so well.

NURI BILGE CEYLAN’S UZAK 


(Distant) confirms the notion that 
movies that seem to be doing the 
jeast are often the ones that give you 
the most to think about. Slow-mov- 
ing, lightly eventful, and constructed 
of small gestures that fill out the 

characters and plot, Uzak is just the 
kind of film experience most movie- 

cers want to avoid. But for those 
willing to engage with the film on its 
own terms, or who give a toss about 
what the Cannes Film Festival jury 
think—they gave it the 2003 Grand 
Prix and picked its star, Muzaffer 
Ozdemir, as best actor—Uzak is 
funny, affecting and quite beautiful 
to lookat. 

Uzak focuses on Mahmut 
(Ozdemir), a commercial photogra- 
pher living alone in Istanbul. 
Divorced and drifting from his artis- 
ticambitions, Mahmut spends a lot 
of time watching TV and smoking. 
One snowy day, Yusuf (Mehmet 
Emin Toprak), a distant relative from 
Mahmut's home village, arrives at 
his door. Yusuf lost his job when the 

_ factory back home shut down, so 
he’s crashing in Mahmut'’s spare 
room and looking for work in 
Istanbul. His search for work is fruit- 
less, but he’s not keen on going home 
either, so he hangs around long after 
his welcome. Mahmut gives him a 
little work as a photographer's assis- 
tant, but eventually their relations 
become strained. Meanwhile, 
Mahmut's ex-wife Nazan (Zuhal 

_ Gencer Erkaya) tells him she’s mov-

ing to Canada with her new hus- 
band, which seems to trouble 
Mahmut, and Mahmut’s mother falls 
ill, prompting him to uphold his 
responsibilities to his estranged fami- 
ly. The difficulty of haman commu- 
nication and connectedness are sel- 
dom so gracefully evoked. 

Uzak’s most obvious quality is the 
beauty of Ceylan’s cinematogra- 
phy—he also wrote the script, co- 
edited and produced the film— 
which captures the quality of the nat- 
ural light in its interior sequences 
and vast sweep of the vistas in its 
outdoor scenes. When Mahmut and 
Yusuf escape snowbound Istanbul to 
go shoot pictures in Anatolia, the

burst of blue sky and sunlight is as 
much of a relief for the viewer as it is 
for the characters. 

The film’s other qualities take a lit- 
tle while to dawn on you, being 
rather subtle, but you'll know as you 
watch with concern as Mahmut 
impassively smokes a cigarette on 
the blustery banks of the Bosphorus 
in the film’s final moments that Uzak 
has worked on you almost sublimi- 
nally, concealing its consummate art- 
fulness in every understated 
moment. 

Like his Iranian counterparts, 
Ceylan has a knack for recreating the 
ordinary moments in people's lives, 
the interstices between their highs 


Uzak (Distant) slowly illustrates the su ube ; 
struggles of detachment and solitude 


and lows when they’ re carried along 
by daily routine. In Mahmut's case, 
he seems dissatisfied with the daily 
routine, but still guards it jealously 
from the imposition presented by 
Yusuf, to the point where he won't 
even share the trivial victory of find- 
ing after a long search an object that 
had been misplaced. To present such 
moments as though they were actu- 
ally unfolding for the first time takes 
remarkable assurance and skill, of 
which Ceylan has a considerable 
supply. 

Lest this all sound too miserable, 
Uzak also has memorable moments 
of humour that arise without breach- 
ing the naturalistic tone. People are 





pretty silly, especially when they 
don’t think anyone's watching, and 
Mahmut's solitude is punctuated 
with pettiness, habits and indiscre- 
tions that enrich his humanity, if only 
because they remind us of how silly, 
petty and habitual we all are at times. 

However good it is, Uzak is not 
going to change the world, much less 
please a broad-based audience. But, 
if through Nuni Bilge Ceylan’s cine- 
matic skill, we recognize something 
of our own quotidian confusion and 
hope in the struggles of characters 
located halfway around the planet, 
then Lizak deserves all the accolades 
it has earned.

Before culminating in the brutal 
riot, the first three quarters of the 148- 
minute film play out more like a TV 
show as Babenco follows the charac- 
ter arcs of his Rogues Gallery, includ- 
ing what got them locked up. 

Luiz Carlos Vasconcelos plays the 
doctor, who arrives at Carandiru to 
administer medical help and curb the 
rapidly growing AIDS epidemic. He 
meets Moacir, a.k.a. “Black Nigger,” 
the inmate leader who's so busy set- 
tling disputes and passing judgment 
on conflicts he’s treated for stress. The 
film opens with Moacir diffusing a sit- 
uation involving “Dagger,” a hard- 
ened hitman with seemingly no 
remorse. 

“Highness” also sits atop the hier- 
archy. He got his own private, deco- 
rated cell and two women, who fight 
over him on visiting day. 

Further down the pecking order is 
Zico, a drug addict con reunited with 
childhood friend Deusdente. 
Deusdente isn’t cut out for prison life, 
but his greatest threat may be Zico's 
deteriorating mind. Zico’s also got a 
score to settle with Ezequiel: a surfer 


who walks around in neoprene, hold- 
ing sree ee Sa pay bie hg

who finds his true love in transsexual 
“Lady Di.” 

The man in charge is Chief Warden 
Pires, who does his best keep the rela- 
tively peaceful status quo intact, but 
when chaos erupts he’s caught 
between protecting his prisoners from 
the riot squad and regaining control. 

Aside from the dramas of the rich 
characters, the film is engrossing 
because of its attention to ritual. Social 
codes must be adhered to: rape is not 
tolerated, other inmates’ women are 
respected, and permission must be 
granted before seeking revenge. The

Cole Hauser (Tigerland, Pitch Black, 
2 Fast 2 Furious) stars as rising action 
star Bo Laramie. As far as back- 
ground goes, all you really know 
about Laramie is that he moved his 
wife and young son from Montana 
to star ina popular shoot-em-up 
called Adrenaline Force. 

Hauser is about as bland as they 
come, robotically experiencing hap- 
piness, pain, and anger without ever 
messing his dyed hair or wrinkling 
his smoothed face. He's the perfect 
guy to star ina mindless action 
movie, but certainly not the one for a 
movie about the guy behind the 
action movie. Our only clue about 
his predilection for violence, albeit 
vague, is that he’s from Montana. 
Laramie is a caricature who would 


work best as a side player ina 
Robert Altman film subject to merci- 
less deconstruction or ridicule. 
Paparazzi, however, squanders a 
potentially interesting premise about 
identity, voyeurism, and violence in 
the media with a B-grade revenge 
am.

Laramie a star, he finds himself 
stalked by persistent photogs of a 
tabloid cleverly titled—are you 
ready for this?—Paparazzi. It turns 
out the lens-men aren't just the low- 
est of the low when it comes to 
invading Bo’s privacy, they also act 
and dress like some kind of ‘80s 
biker gang (one of them is a biker), 
all of them have criminal records, 
and nota one is adept at personal 

‘ooming. 

Daniel Baldwin—or is it Dougie?

“The Presidential Library is more of 
a screening series than itis a work- 
shop,’ says Colleen Langford, FAVA 
Program Coordinator. “Each screening 
has its own specific significance—the 
first week is essentially about how film 
started, then it goes into different films 
that have their own technical values. 
For instance, Birth ofa Nation (D.W. 
Griffith, 1915) was the first feature film 
and the very first film where panning, 
was used, as well as many other tech- 
niques that we still use today. And, it 
will be interesting to hear response for 
Birth ofa Nation, because it is an insane- 
ly racist film: the most racist film ever 
made maybe.

“FUN” AND FUNDAMENTALISM 
rarely go together, since tolerance 
isn’t Ae the hallmark of religious 
fervour.

Low-budget 
comedy Saved! lightly skewers the 
pious from a Christian perspective,

Mary doesn’t dare tell her single 
mom (Mary-Louise Parker), who's 
been seeing hopelessly unhip school 
principal Pastor Skip (Martin 
Donovan, of Hal Hartley movie 
fame). Nor can Mary let Pastor Skip's 
cute son, Patrick (Patrick Fugit: Almost 
Famous, Spun), find out. And she sure 
as hell can’t confide in her super-judg- 
mental best friend Hilary Faye 
(Mandy Moore), who refers to Dean 
as “a gay” and “a pervert.” Moore is 
dead-on as the xenophobic bitch- 
queen of a Baptist high school 

Even better, though, are Hilary 
Faye’s wry, paraplegic brother, 

Roland (Macauly Culkin), and the 
rebel girl he falls for, Cassandra (Eva 
Amunni: The Banger Sisters). Roland 
can’t stand his sister but is forced to 
rely on her, and Cassandra’s a badass 
Jewish girl whose been kicked out of 
the district only other school. They 
help Mary hide her pregnancy until 
prom, stand up to Hilary Faye, and see 
through the general hypocrisy of a 
school that preaches love but banishes 
you if you're pregnant. The kindred- 
spirit relationship between Roland and 
Cassandra would make a pretty good 
movie on its own. 

They're also responsible for many of 
the film’s laughs. During a particularly 
spiritual assembly, Cassandra stands 
up and pretends to talk in tongues. 
Pastor Skip encourages her devotion 
until Hilary Faye notices the words are 
actually... well,a little less than spiri- 
tual.

JUST BECAUSE YOU SING WITH 
the odd hiccup, or twang a certain 
phrase doesn’t mean you can say 
you re singing country music. It’s 
rare to turn on a New Country or 
Hot Country station and hear any- 
thing but overly sentimental lyrics 
in basic pop-songs with the odd 
pedal steel lick thrown in for effect. 
Blech. 

It's gotten so bad that anything 
that sounds like real country music 
has been relegated to “alternative”. 
According to Shawn “Swifty” 
Jonasson, the state of country music 
has been ill since the dawn of the 
‘80s. 

Jonasson, when not playing gui- 
tar and singing in his band, drives 
a flatbed truck that has nothing but 
AM radio [note to his boss: he'll 
take a CD player before air condi- 
tioning], and on an average day 
he'll be satisfied by maybe two 
songs on CFCW. 

“The rest is shit,” he says with 
regret. “It’s frustrating because you 
think of the pevple who started 
country music, like Hank Williams 
and Ernest Tubbs, and they 
evolved into people like Willie 
Nelson and Fee Cash 

And my music is diet ‘influ- 
enced by Buck Owens and ’70s 
country—it has an edge because it’s 
electrified. Waylon kicked ass in 
that era, dodijohnny Cash.”

Jonasson’s hometown of Dauphin 
Manitoba for the Dauphin Country 
Music Festival, the response is 
good. 

“[ think a lot of honest country 
music fans are partial to music that 
sounds like country music,” he 
says, “but people are only aware of 
what you give them. I mean, how 
do they know about [local country 
musicians playing the upcoming 
Anti-Country Country Week show 
at the Sidetrack] Darrek Anderson 
and The Guaranteed or The Swiftys 
or any of these bands?” 

Not that he’s complaining that 
The Swiftys find a greater crowd 
response in more alternative, albeit 
less financially lucrative, venues. “I 
guess, the term Alt Country came 
from the fact that there’s no market 
in the country mainstream for peo- 
ple like us unless there’s money 
behind it. 

“You just keep working at it, but 
it’s more appreciated when you 
play places like the Black Dog”. 


PUTTIN’ A HURTIN ON 

Real country music has never 
been about the sleek and the 
wealthy. It’s for those with souls 
that yearn and who's learning leads 
them straight to the Honky Tonk 
for some solace and some trouble. 

And of course, at it’s heart, it’s by 
and for country people, and not 
“country” in the backwards sense. 

It’s clear who Jonasson’s heroes 
are, and listening to The Swiftys 
self-titled album, you can hear all 
those influences in some capacity. 
Their sound is authentic country 
music—as Swifty defines it— 
“about hurtin’ and drinkin’ and 
cheatin’”. 
And it sounds, as my roommate 
describes it, “memorable and 
catchy and like they’ve been 
around forever; like they’re already 
part of the country music canon”.

sense, by playing be-bop. There 
was all kinds of sw ing music going 
on at the time and a lot of that was 
for the white people, so they 
rebelled and played stuff that no 
white people could play—there 
were a few that could, but no one 
could do it like Parker, Thelonius 
Monk or Dizzy Gilespie. They have 
the stamp on that. 

“I'm just the little boy from 
Dauphin, Manitoba that grew up 
working on a farm, so it’s appropri- 
ate for me to play country music.

“T can’t complain because I 
expect nothing, but I know that 
Ralph Klein’s gotta go. I love it 
here; I love the people. But it’s get- 
ting to the point where I don’t 
know if I can survive here, to be 
honest with you. The house I live in 
here—which is a tiny shack—I 
could move to a place like 
Winnipeg and buy a house three or 
four times the size for the same 
amount”. 

The Swiftys have been spending 
more and more time on the road 
and the location of their home base 
matters less than it did before. As a 
case in point, the band’s bassist, 
Jody “Thump” Johnson, moved to 
Prince Albert, Saskatchewan in 
order to buy a house, yet manages 


to make it whenever and w 


herever 

the band has a gig. Johnson com- 
pletes half of what Swifty calls “the 
best rhythm section around” with 
the second part of the equation 
rounded out by drummer Grant 
‘Stovetop” Stovel, the man who 
can drive all night, weave a fine 
tale without hesitation, and who 
“has Zen wrapped around his fin- 
ger

Anderson, who’s loved country 
music since he was a kid, feels that 
the genre best expresses hardship 
and heartbreak, and that New 
Country often stands in opposition 
to the older school. Interestingly, 
he’s found that New Country audi- 
ences often enjoy The Guaranteed’s 
music and comment that “it’s nice to 
hear young guys doing what you're 
doing”. 

The band was started as a country 
band, but the members’ influences 
reach far beyond country music. “A 
lot of the songs take on a harder, 
more alternative, almost Sonic Youth 
type rock sound,” Anderson 
explains, “and | like it. Our most 
country song can fit into a set with 
our most rock song. And people 
who hang out in live music venues, 
especially in Edmonton, are pretty 
open-minded 

“Though, we played one gig in 
Regina where people loved the 
country stuff, but when we started 
playing some of the heavier stuff, 
they didn’t approve. But it’s not like 
there were that many people there 
anyways”. 

But when the band played the 
Dauphin Country Music Festival 
this 


summer, the older crowd danced 
to the more traditional songs, and 
then the kids got up and danced to 
the rock songs. “The old folks proba- 
bly still liked the music, but they just 
didn’t know how to dance to it. But 
there's this gig we've done in Leduc, 
playing toa lot of old folks; later on 

an it when everybody's ham- 
ck ro you can start ripping it up 
and they still dance”. 

Expect to see similar behaviour 
this weekend at The Sidetrack.

SO EDITOR ZOLTAN PHONES 
me up, waking me out of a coma, 
and, for the sake of argument, asks, 
“Hey Fish: can you write a defense 
of hot country for Country Music 
Week?” Shit! 

To me, this is like asking a dis- 
placed minority to defend Second 
World War fascism. I have railed 
against the cookie-cutter, unorigi- 
nality of Nashville's last stab at the 
big business for ten years. I forever 
cringe at the fake Tennessee accents 
that somehow burst out of small- 
town Alberta. I have no patience for 
the deplorable, wheel-asleep, Don 
Henley-ish songwriting that has lit- 
erally sold tens of millions of “spe- 
cial needs” albums ever since some 
dumbfuck at Lammles invented 
plain-ass, starchy checkerboard 
shirts for all the patriots out there, 
avoiding the mud and bullets of 
Muslims in their frictionless two- 
tons. Has there ever been a need for 
a belt buckle the size of a cat? Can 
you even fuck ass with that thing 
on? 

But then: that little voice, that tiny 
harpy in my heart. The one that says 
the world will survive this latest 
period of global madness we all 
wonder so much about, Beating her 
wings by her breast, she tells me hot 
country is nothing more than a 
slight aberration (not without high- 
lights), one which, begun by line- 
dancing, is being saved, just slightly, 
by the neo-traditional instincts of 
such as the Dixie Chicks—and more 
importantly by bands like the cover 
artist on this very weekly you hold 
in your hands today. It has been an 
excruciatingly long road of John 
Michael Montgomerys and Chris 
LeDouxes and Regina Reginas and 
Marshall Dyllons and Rascal 
Flattses and everything that still 
makes people cheer like they just 
won free pants every time “country 
supergroup” Alabama slips on a 
fucking Oilers jersey in E-town, 
then a Flames logo just hours away 
by private bus 24 down the road. 
Because, let's face it, hot country is 
the cheesiest music there ever was, 
with the possible exception of 
hyperpatriotic American war 
anthems in the 1940s, utterly 
unquotable by today’s common 
man. 

But like all things, there is a secret 
ey to enjoying this scientifically 

music; many years of life in 
fie Camrose Dustbowl have taught 
me this: get real drunk and have a. 
good time. That's right. Boe can be 
a dick about it, or aay, 


pores That 





kind of mean, something for chin- 
scratching freelance journalists with 
no actual life experience to soliloquy 
pointlessly about from under piles 
of hopeful promotional material. 
Believe me, I’ve done it enough. But 
are you still actually going to roll 
your sleeves up and try to explain to 
Toby Keith fans that from the dis- 
tance of decades, his joyous descrip- 
tion of the manslaying revenge 
America will have on the supposed 
Osama-Saddam axis will sit any- 
where but in a pile of racist, curio 
folk art? No. And what's the point, 
really? 

For their part, the CCMAs area 
fascinating thing to behold. From 
experience, there are few afterpar- 
ties that are as much fun, especially 
if you cross paths with Danny 
Hooper's bus megaphone—but 


watching them is another gig entire= 


ly. They are a tiny and insular cele- 
bration of industry more than any- 
thing else, and nothing much 
changes from year to year, even at 
the Nashville CMAs, never mind 
our wee, more polite Canadian ver- 
sion. After the event, the labels will 
update their bios, cynics will contin- 
ue to point out it all sounds the 
same and the dailies will have fash- 
ion spreads full of clothes you 
would only wear if you had an 8- 
stroke aneurysm. The mayor will 
have someone put his cowboy hat 
away. The idea that this is some- 
thing to be “taken out” is utterly 
ridiculous. 

But I know where that comes 
from. Like with all modern musical 
movements, it’s easy to be nostalgic 
for the “before time"—in this case 
the era of Ralph Peer, which led to 
the honky tonks, the Million-Dollar 
Quartet, and even the backlash out- 
law movement of the '70s, which 
grew fat and sunk beneath the sur- 
face—all of these being American 
events. Hank Snow and Wilf Carter, 
two of our boys, are rarely men- 
tioned. Like, anywhere. 

So, yes, country music is to

FISH’S TOP TEN “HOT 
COUNTRY” SONGS, DANG IT 


WHILE ACTS LIKE RANDY TRAVis 
and rhe Nitty Gritty Dirt Band really 
kicked off modern hot country with 
line-dance classics “Forever and Ever 
Amen” and “Fishin’ in the Dark,” they 
weren't part of the swarming 
Nashville gangbang that followed 
Garth Brooks’ sales spike, one of the 
last dominant “movements” in major- 
label history. Here are my favourite 
unquestionably hot country songs 
from the last decade or so, based on 
the tenuous personal expertise of 
being a reluctant country writer for a 
decade. Some are cheeseball, others 
just great. 


“No One Needs to Know,” Shania 
Twain-This is seriously such a beau- 
tiful, flirtatious song which has noth 
ing to do with how hot Twain may or 
may not be, or whether she’s really 
Native or can even point Canada out 
ona map. 

“Longneck Bottle,” Garth 
Brooks—Kind of a cheat, on account 
of it being a bluegrass tune, but this 
is my favourite song from hot coun- 
try’s main man, who cited the 
pyrotechnics at KISS concerts above 
all as a major “musical” influence. 
“Goodbye, Earle,” Dixie 
Chicks—Though a life for an eye is a 
pretty unbalanced revenge, these 
ladies have so much fun in this mur- 
der anthem, you almost wish George 
W. Bush was a country singer so he 
could record some kind of catchy 
“decimate Iraq” song. Speaking of 
which... 

“How Do You Like Me Now?,” Toby 
Keith—Hating things is a. good reason 
for loving them, and for whatever rea- 


“son, this totally stupid song rules ass. 


In answer to your question, how. dol 
like you? Toby “Courtesy of the | Red, 
White and Blue” Keith is dead. Of nat 
ural causes, of course. Cuz killin’ is 
wrong. 

“Poor, Poor Pitiful Me,” Terri 
Clark—-This Warren Zevon song, done 
liltingly by Alberta’s otherwise nine- 
inch-nails-tough Terri Clark, under- 
lines one of the forgotten best things 
about country music: the humility of a 
tear in your beer. 

“Gone Country,” Alan Jackson—| just 
love the idea of “converting” to coun- 
try, as I've seen happen to a few Baha 
Rosa-drunk party animals over the 
years. Truck-sponsored Jackson 
sums the experience up here. 

“My Maria,” Brooks & Dunn—The 
Hall & Oates of hot country’s greatest, 
most bombastic love song sounds 
like a zombie army of Slim Whitmans, 
all with expensive flowers in their 
hands. You should hear Old Reliable's 
drummer sing this. 

“(Gonna) Shine Up My Boots,” Corb 
Lund Band-The secret of Corby is 
that he can cross over into any world 
and do the right thing. College charts 
aside, rural Alberta loves this tune for 
good reason. 

“9 to 5,” Dolly Parton—OK, this actu- 
ally breaks all the rules | laid down 
earlier, but this is pretty much the 
ultimate hot country song. It’s pure, 
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Passing through 


Bleary Frog Eyes—plus mo’ country from 
the West; soulful garage from the East.

JENNY WHITELEY’S VOICE 
radiates with the sort of sincere hap- 
piness and beauty that can only 
come from a new mother.

It also carries a sense of strength 
and responsibility, emotions that can 
be felt in her latest folk-country 
effort, Hopetown. 

“| think it partly reflected my 


mood at the time,” says Whiteley of 
the songwriting process for the 
album. “Things were at a really neat 
point in my life, with a lot of changes 
and a lot of excitement coming up. 
There’s not a song on this album that 
the title really doesn’t fit, if you took 
them one by one. | think it’s a hope- 
ful album, I really do.” 

Named after a small town in 
Ontario where Whiteley and her 
crew ended up when they took a 
wrong turn after a gig, Hopetown is 
miles away from her debut album, a 
record that was more traditional, 
more “pure” in its country style. 

“| had a lot of time to write 
songs,” she says. “I was writing 
those songs from the time I finished 
the last album. If anything, it was a 
very slow, natural progression.” 
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With the help of producer/gui- 
tarist Steve Dawson, whom 
Whiteley calls her “saving grace,” 
and with husband Joey Wright (gui- 
tar), brother Dan (mandolin), and 
father Chris Whiteley (pedal steel), 
Hopetown is a tight album rife with 
experimentation. 

One would think the Canadian 
Country Music Awards, which take 
place this weekend, might consider 
Whiteley’s work for nomination. 

“| don’t think I’m even on their 
radar,” says a baffled Whiteley, who 
admits she could be seen as being a 
little more alt-country than before. “1 
know, It’s kinda funny: I’ve been put 
in that category of people who don't 
have a category, as far as the main- 
stream industry is concerned.” 

Currently helping Amy Millan 
(Stars, Broken Social Scene) with her 
first solo record, Whiteley is also 
considering the possibility of work- 
ing collectively with the likes of 
Luther Wright, Carolyn Mark, and 
Sarah Harmer in a near future. 

Whiteley observes, “There's a cli- 
mate in this country, in the music 
industry, and it just makes sense to 
band together.”

ROCK AND SOUL MUSIC? YOU'D 
better believe it. The Smacks are 
Ottawa’s newest addition to the 
music scene, and they’re not about 
to disappoint. Sure, they’ve been 
criticized because they don’t have a 
bass player, but that doesn’t mean 
they can’t bring the party. 

In fact, if you ask Max Ferderber, 
The Smacks’ version of Ray 
Manzareck (complete with glasses 
and mod hairdo), it’s not like they 
actually need one. Ferderber has 
become quite adept with the “lefty 
bass hand,” playing all the bass 
notes on his Hammond organ, just 
like good ol’ Ray used to do. 

In fact, The Smacks’ only concern 
seems to be purely cosmetic. 

“It does look kind of weird on 
stage without a bass player,” says 
Ferderber, “But it sounds fine and 
the chemistry is there.” Regulars on 
the Ottawa jam and open mic scene

guitarist Mike Klein (winner of a 
blues riff-off competition in 2002), 
and experienced drummer Ian 
Jolley focus on brewing a groovy 
batch of garage soul-infused rock ‘n’ 
roll.

“OKAY... [SIGHI... I’M REALLY 
hung over, first of all,” mutters Frog 
Eyes singer/guitarist Carey Mercer 
as I ask him what his band’s 
motives are. “It’s about creating 
some kind of discourse with people, 
a valid line of communication. I 
know it's kinda flaky. But that’s 
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why we keep soldiering on.” 

Mercer admits he had a long, 
crazy night the day before the inter- 
view, his voice straining to be audi- 
ble, his head obviously still reeling 
from too many beverages (and it’s 7 
pm the following day). But he’s a 
good sport and plays along as we 
discuss Frog Eyes latest album, The 
Folded Palm, the third the band has 
put out since their inception in 2001 
A concept album, maybe? 

“In some kind of small, loose way 
it is” Mercer concedes. “I think it’s 
very important that you hear all 
three records. For me they work 
together. When I was making [The 
Folded Palm], 1 was aware that it was 
going to be the last record of this—I 
don’t want to say ‘trilogy’—of this 
kind of work cycle. There's a kind of 
suffocating claustrophobia to the 
record.” 

Frog Eyes is a four-piece from 
Victoria that creates swirling music 
textured with Mercer's half-scream- 
ing, half-moaning vocals. The Folded 
Palm is a sonic adventure that 
explores Mercer's fascination for 
social discourse, or lack of, and 
Russian literature. 

“1 love the Russians, I do,” he 
admits. “The books, at least. I think 
I'm pretty sensitive to books, and 
they really work on me in the way 
that they create this filter. For the 
past couple of years, it’s been a real 
hobby of mine. I think the album 
mirrors that denseness.” 

Often compared to a form of the-

METALLICA HAS PRETTY MUCH OBLIT- 
erated the memory of them, but in the 
late 1980s and early 90s there were tons 
of so-called thrash metal bands about 
that combined the technical virtuosity 
and pomposity of Iron Maiden and their 
ilk with the grittiness, speed and “the 
world is fucked” sentiments of hardcore 
punk. Remember Testament, Overkill 
and Sacred Reich? Richmond, Virginia's 
Lamb of God sure do and proudly keep 
the faith on their third full length. The bad 
news is Ashes of the Wake doesn't seem 
to improve much on the gnarly riffage 
and pummeling rhythms of 2002's As 
the Palaces Burn. The good news is, 
Palaces was a great metal album and 
Ashes channels all of its strengths— 
massive, twinned guitars, thunderous 
bass and machine-gun drumming, pow- 
ering plenty of strong musical ideas. 
Vocalist Randy Blythe still sounds like a 
dyspeptic drill sergeant, but you get to 
take-a break from him on the long title 
track, an instrumental that rounds up 
thrash metal string benders of yore like 
Alex Skolnick of Testament to guest- 
shred against the senseless war taking 
place in Iraq. As with Palaces, it’s 
remarkable how well Ashes works as an 
entirety, proof of the band’s penchant for 
wringing novel variations out of muscu- 
lar riffs without falling back on the same 
ol’ bag of metal tricks.

RECORDED DURING AN INCREDIBLY 
fertile period in Nelson’s career, this re- 
release from 1976 (tweaked and shined 
up almost as an after-the-fact footnote to 
his conceptual Red Headed Stranger 
album) doesn’t hint at the Austin native’s 
mid-70s aspirations. Instead, it’s back to 
the wellspring, pure country gospel, 
hanging on Mickey Raphael's spectral 
harmonica as much as Nelson’s occa- 
Slonal jazzy guitar runs or the intuitive 
pedal steel of James Clayton Day. Lined 
up against the groundbreaking albums 
released around it (Stranger, Shotgun 
Willie, Phases and Stages), The 








Troublemaker seems almost quaint 
Ancient gems like “Uncloudy Day,” 
“Where the Soul Never Dies,” and “Will 
the Circle be Unbroken” are given rever- 
ent treatments by the longhaired outlaw. 
with one original (the title track) plunked 
down almost in the middle. Does this 
make The Troublemaker any \ess valid as 
an artistic statement? That depends on 
your taste for the traditional, but anybody 
that doesn't react to Bobbie Nelson's 
sweetly chiming piano or Willie's casual 
phrasing is obviously rolling in the Sweet 
Bye and Bye. Extra features include 
tracks of “Will the Circle,” “When the Roll 
Is Called Up Yonder.” and a few others 
culled from a potential live album record- 
ed at Austin's Texas Opry House in 1974.

your grown-up life. You'd rather 
ease into it like a steaming bath that 
is forbidding at first, but soothes 
our aches and cares away once 
you've adjusted to it. 
Saturdays for me usually mean a 
- ate breakfast at one of my regular 
b-fast haunts, complacencies of the 
dirtbag wardrobe with coffee and 
eggs over easy, to paraphrase 
Wallace Stevens. But this particular 
_ Saturday found me too lethargic to 
even stir from my abode until! 
rather late in the afternoon. It 
occurred to me that I had roused 
too late to enjoy breakfast and 
should progress directly to lunch to 
restore the proper chronological 
flow to my day. 

And so it was that I decided on 
Ceili’s to get things rolling. While 
the Edmonton Folk Fest and trips to 
O’Byme’s have instantiated in me 
an utter disdain for watered-down 
Celtic music, I find that Celtic- 
themed bars are often a good

tioned pint 
($5.84), I pressed 
my server for 
some recommen- 
dations from 
Ceili’s broad- 
based menu. I 
noticed an all-day 
breakfast for $7, 
but stuck to my 
resolution. 
Specialties from 
the British Isles 
were featured, 
including lamb 
stew, fish and chips, shepherd's pie 
and a variety of boxtys (stuffed 
pancakes), and a number of non- 
Irish dishes were tricked out with 
names that implied an Irish touch, 
such as the Dublin Club (which 
sounded like a clubhouse sand- 
wich) and the Celtic Curried 
Chicken Rotini. I guess it’s all Irish 
if you down it with a pint of stout.

My server seemed reticent to 
make an outright recommendation, 
but when I inquired after the shep- 
herd’s pie, she assured me it was 
great in flavour and size. That was 
good enough for me. She departed 
to place my order and I resumed 
my position behind the front sec- 
tion of the Saturday edition, though 
my ears were actually cocked to the 
extended vulgar pronouncements 
of the young lady at the next table 
who had some manner of interper- 
sonal disagreement with a “some 
fuckin’ bitch.” I won't pretend that 
T understood the jist of it all, but to 
this young lady 
I'd like to say, if 
you're dissin’ the 
sisters, you ain’t 
fightin’ the power 
Okay? 

Anyhow, the 
food showed up 
quite quickly and, 
as promised, it 
was huge. My 
bleariness had 
prevented me 
from noticing on 
fhe menu that my 
shepherd’s pie 
came with a slice 
of cheddar melted 
on it. Now, I've got no problem 
with dairy products, but just 
because you can melt cheese on 
something doesn’t mean you 
should. This was, of course, my 
oversight—the menu offers to 


Atkins-ize any dish by replacing the 
starch, so I’m sure they would have 


left off the cheese if I’d asked—but 


other innovations, like a more equi- 


table filling-to-potatoes ratio, would 
have been welcome 

Shepherd's pie, as if you didn’t 
know, is a relatively simple dish of 
ground beef with veggies in gravy 
topped with a lid of mashed pota 
toes. Ceili’s version featured all of 
these ingredients, though the fluffy 
mashed pc ytatoes, seamed with red 
slips of skin, were proportionally 
the best represented component 
and outlasted the saucy compo- 
nents concealed underneath 
Flavour-wise, there was absolutel} 
nothing to complain about—the 
gravy was dark and rich, the beef 
well-tossed with seasonings, peas 
carrots, corn and onions, and all of 
those things tasted good mashed up 
with the buttery potatoes. An 
ample “farmhouse salad” came on 
the side, composed largely of 
crunchy iceberg lettuce and shred 
ded carrot, with a slice of cucumber 
and a past-its-best-before-date 
tomato wedge for colour. Usually I 
don’t trust anyone else to put dress- 
ing on my salad, but the kitchen 


folk at Ceili’s comported them 
with taste and didn’t douse 
my greens in quasi-Italian dressing

Arthur Lipsett’s Films of the Sixties. Arthur 
Lipset is the master of found footage film- 
making in Canada. Admired by such cinema 
luminaries as Stanley Kubrick (who wanted 
him to create the trailer for Dr. Strangelove) 
and George Lucas (who discovered his work 
in film school at USC), Lipsett has been a too- 
long underground figure, despite a 1962 Oscar 
nomination for Best Live Action Short for Very 
Nice, Very Nice. \ncluded in this set of 
Lipsett’s work are Hors-d’oeuvre, an early ani- 
mation compilation from the NFB studios, The 
Puzzle of Pain, an example of the sort of docu- 
mentary work Lipsett was assigned while at 
the NFB, plus all of the major works of 
Lipsett's career (except for 1970's N-Zone,
